It has been litho- 
graphed at large expense by the famous publishing house of Kand, 
McNally & Co., of Chicago, and does great credit to their well-known 
skill in the art. The Map is drawn on a scale of 12 miles to the inch, 
and shows all surveyed Townships up to date of issue, ateo all Mount- 
ain Eanges, Valleys, Rivers, Creeks, Brooks, Streams and Lakes; it 
also shows the correct position of all Indian and Military Beserva- 
tions, and all Cities, Towns and Settlements; also all Bailroads and 
the principa Wagon Boads. The County Boundaries are also de- 
picted with absolute correctness, which is something that no other 
Map has even approximated to. 


The Map is printed on the best of paper, and mounted with stick, 


top and bottom, with tape on edges and varnished; it is also printed 
on thin, strong paper, which folds *p in stout covers for pocket form.
